Among items considered to the 
pro-report formal meeting were 
transfer of 33.500 to revolving fund 
to increase fund pursuant to a 
board resolution, end 309,UO from 
the prior auto shop allocation to 
girls physical education and health 
instruction building's shower • lock­ 
er addition. A change order for 
evaporative cooling in the addition 
is included to the current con­ 
tract. 


THE BOARD GAVE approval to 
working drawings for the Palm 
Springs High 
School 
arta and 
crafts building, with stipulated ep- 
proveí for administrative bid call 
after approval of the project by 
the state division of schoolhouse 
planning. 
The 11.000 square toot building, 
with 14.000 under roof including 
bus* port shelter, will feature a 
language laboratory, industrial and 
graphic arta facilities, and cera­ 
mic clase area, with kiln. The pro­ 
ject estimate remains at $300,000.

Principal Warren Linvills point­ 
ed out the junior high school is 
a departure from the "self con­ 
tained’’ class structures of the 
lower gradee, but "not a carbon 
copy of High 
School" 
Milliron 
emphasised purposes of the junior 
high level ase to provide transi­ 
tions for pupils from younger child­ 
hood and "self • contained" clase- 
room organization to accelerating 
maturity of adolescence and de­ 
partmentalized high school and ad­ 
vanced education. 


IN CRITICAL criteria by Co­ 
nant. a school staff of one for 
each 17 pupils is recommended, 
with a count of 1» here. 
In other major points, Nellte N. 
Coffman school uses division of 
pupils by achievement classifica­ 
tion for class assignment, has an 
average of 28 pupils per English 
class, against district standard of 
27, and uses departmentalization 
in recommended electivos end ad­ 
vance courses, 
"block tkne" or 
timo • pupil grouping in basic ro- 
quirements.

America Against Herself 


WASHINGTON. D. C. - On 
or about Nov. 15 a team of priv­ 
ate enterprise negotiators^ using 
the composite rmme of VALTO 
leave for the Ghana Republic in 
West Africa. They will try for 
an arrangement which ought to 
be supoorted by a cheering sec­ 
tion from the United States and 
the Free World. 
Ironically, although the home 
team will almost c?rtainly win 
out in the end. its success has 
been sabotaged in the past by 
people who «re supposedly on 
our side. As hard as it is to be­ 
lieve. there are persons in Gov­ 
ernment — to be nameless for 
the present — who conduct a 
running ideological w a r f a r e 
against free enterprise. 


THE STORY BEGINS, for OUT 
purposes, in 1956 when a firm of 
British engineers, trading as Sir 
William Halcrow and Partner*, 
published a three-volume study 
of a plan to dam the Volta River 
in Ghana. The plan would creata 
a hydroelectric generating plant 
and a hujje inland lake * ¡ t h 
many resulting benefits. When 
Ghana became an independent 
republic. President Eisenhower’s 
interest was attracted through a 
personal encounter with the Gha­ 
na Minister of Finance. 
The Office of Private Enter­ 
prise. an Eisenhower addition to 
the International Co-operation Ad­ 
ministration. 
brought 
together 
five American aluminum - pro­ 
cessing firms with the idea that 
they might become purchaser* 
of the electrical power generated 
by the proposed 
Volta dam. 
These cempaniea are A l c o a . 
Alcan. Reynolds. Olin Mathieson 
and Kaiser — later known as 
VALTO. 


THE PROJECT at first seem­ 
ed toe big. even for this sizable 
consortium. But the American- 


educated Prime Minister of Gha­ 
na. Dr. Kwame Nkrumah, waa 
encouraged to try a new ap> 
p roach He proposed that the 
Henry J. Kaiser Company, act­ 
ing for VALTO, transíate t h e 
British 
Halcrow 
report l a t e 
terms of American know - how. 
The Governments of Ghana and 
the USA split the cost of $116.000. 
In February. 1959. Kaiser pub­ 
lished a study entitled. “A Re­ 
assessment Report on the Volta 
River Project for the Govern­ 
ment of Ghana." The Kaiser en­ 
gineers relocated the dam. in­ 
creased estimates of its kilowatt 
production, reduced tha time of 
construction from t years to 4 
or S years, and came up whh 
a total estimated savings of 135 
million for construction. 


PRIME MINISTER Nkrumah 
was very pleased. A tentative 
agenda was agreed upon in De­ 
cember. 1959. Two months later. 
Nkrumah was ready to s t a r t 
negotiations with VALTO — but 
at this point unseen hands be­ 
gan to toss monkey wrenches 
into the machinery of arrange­ 
ments. The World Bank stepped 
in to study the feasibility of the 
investment. The Wortd B a n k 
report appeared in July. 1969 
It was a carping, cynical pap­ 
er which had the effect of warn­ 
ing 
the 
Ghana 
Government 
against trusting American busi­ 
nessmen. Dr. Nkrumah sod his 
associates were advised te drive 
a hard bargain on the power 
rates. They were told it might 
be wiser to invest their govern­ 
ment’s funds elsew here. T h e 
whole Volta Project, 
with iU 
enormous promise of industriali­ 
zation. social uplift and inland 
waterway 
transportation 
w a a 
down-graded. 


VALTO REPRESENTATIVES 
understandably got a cool recep­ 


tion in Ghana after thia. N *a- 
nations lagged. A Communist 
propaganda blitz could 
hardly 
have done a better job ef jeop­ 
ardizing the project — but the 
validity of the idea waa there. 
Dr. Nkrumah very much want­ 
ed the consortium to come in. 
The aluminum firms very much 
wanted a chance to open up new 
sources of raw materigb a n d 
Mutuality of interests was 
so strong that the difficulties 
were overcome. 
Renewed 
negotiations 
t h i s 
month are not expected te wrap 
up the deal — but in all prob­ 
ability they will be making pro­ 
gress toward eventual construc­ 
tion of the dam. the extraction 
of bauxite in large quantities, 
and the improvement of living 
conditions throughout West Afri­ 
ca. 


STILL. THE question remain* 
—and it is vital to the struggle 
of the 1960 s. Why is Big Gov­ 
ernment in America so hostil* 
to Big Business'* This country 
has won two World Wars in this ’ 
century by mobilizing our capi- * 
talistic industries which h i v e 
readily out - produced all rivals 
and allies The same thing could 
be done in the Cold War. But in­ 
stead of encouragement and co­ 
operation, American business oft­ 
en runs into suspicion among the 
professional diplomats end other m 
bureaucrats. 
Worse, the suspicion of Ameri­ 
can business sometimes seeros 
to be spread in foreign countries 
by our own diplomatic represen­ 
tatives. The eight years of the 
Eisenhower Administration saw 
many moves to alter this famil­ 
iar bust-buainess attitude both hi 
Federaba and on Capitol Hill. 
It was a good beginning — what 
we need is a continuing effort*

Expedition into the Wilds 


WASHINGTON (DPI — The Na­ 
tional Geographic Society led an 
expedí boo into the wilds of down­ 
town Washington on a mission 
of international inconsequence.
